soived, oto , That the State of Tonnesseo is
restored to bor former proper practical re
Iations \0 the Union, snd is meain entitiod to be
repro ented by Seoators and Regresentatives n
Congrein.

The preamble simply consists of statements,
some ol which are pssumed, while the resolution
is mercly o declaration of opinion, Tt comprises
no legisiauon, nor does 1¢ conler any power
which is binoing upon the respective Houses,
the Exocutive, or the Btate. It does not admit
to their seats in Congress the Senators and Rep
resentatives from the State of Tennesspe; for
notwithstanding the pasenge of the resolution
each House, in the exercise of the constitutional
right to judge for itsell ot the election returns
and qualiications of its members, may, at its
discretion, admit or continue to exclude them,
IT a joint resolution of this character weie necs:
sary and binding as a condition precedent to Lhe
admission of mwembers of Congress, it would
happen, in the event of u veto by the Exeontive,
thit Bevavors and Hepresentatives could only be
admitted to the halls of legislation by & two-
thirds vote of ench ol the two Houses,

Awong other reagons reclied m the preamble
for the declarations contained in the resolution,
is the ratification, by the State Government of
Tennessve, of the amendments to the Constitu-
tion of the United States abolishing slavery,
and also the amendment propused by the Thirty-
ninth Congress, If, as is a declared in the
g:-‘eamblc, the said Btate Government cun only

+ restored to its tormer political relations in
the Union by the consent of the law-mniking
power of the United States, it would reull
seem to follow that the joint resolution, whic
at this late day has received the sanction of
Qougress, should have been passed, approved,
and piaced on the statute-books belore any
smendment to the Conttitution was submitted
to the Legislature of Tennessce for ratification.
Otherwise, the inference is plainly deducible
that while, in the opivion of Congress, the
goﬂe of a State may be too stronulhv disloyal

¢ entitled to representation, they may,
nevertheless, during the suspension ot their for-
mer ‘mcﬂuul relutions to the Union, have an
equally potent voice with other and loyal States
in ]i’roposinons to amend the Constitution, upon
which so essentinlly depends the stability, pros-
perity, and very existence of the Union,

A brief reference to my annual message of the
4th of December 1ast will show the steps taken

"by the Executive for the restoration of their

constitutionnl relations to the Union of the
States that had been affected by the Rebellion,
Upon the cessation of active hostilities Frovi-
stonal Governors were appointed, Conventions
called, Governors elected by the people, Legis-
latures ussembled, and Senators and Repre-
nﬂ{;u:utl\'eu chosen to the Comgress of the United
ales,

At the same time the Courts of the United
States were reopened, the blockade removed
the Custom Houses re-established, and pusmi
operations resumed. The amendment to the
Constitution abolishing slavery forever within
the liwits of the country, was also submitted to
the Blates; and they were thus invited to, and
did, participate in & ratification, thus exercising
the bighest functions pertaining to a State, In
addition, nearly all of these Btates, through

their Conventions and Legislatures, had adopted

and ratified the amwendment to the Constitution,
whereby slavery was sbolished, and all ordi-
nances and laws o! secession and debis cone
wracted under the game were declared void,

So far, then, the political existence of the
States and their relutions to the Federal Govern-
ment had been fully and completely recognized
and acknowledged by the Executive department
ot the Government, aud the completion of the
work of restoration, which had progressed so
favorably, was submitted to Congress, upon
which devolved all questions pertaning to tue
admission to their seats of the S8enutors und Rep-
resentatives chosen from the Btates whose people
had enguged in the Rebellion.

All these steps had been taken when, on the
4th day ol Decemper, 18656, the Thirty-ninth
Cougress assembled, Nearly eight months have
elapsed since that time, and no other plan of
restoration having been proposed by Coneress
for the measures instituted by the Excoutive, |
i8 now declared in the joint resolution submitted
for my approval, that the Btate ol Tennessee is
hereby restored to her formal practical relations
to the Unlon, and s agamn entitled to be repre-
sented by Senators and Representatives in Con

ress,
e Thus, after the lapse of nearly elght months,
Congress proposes to pave the way to the wl.
mission to representation of oneof the eleyen
States whose poogle arrayed themselves in re-
bellion against the constitutional uuthority of
the Federal Goverament. Barnestly desinng to
relleve every cauge of turther delay, whether
real or imaginary, on the port of Congress, to
the admission to seats of loyal Benators and
Representatives from the State of Tennessee, I
have, notwithstanding the anomatous character
of this proceeding, aflixed my signature o the
resolution, My approval, however, I8 not (o be
gonsirued ns an weknowledgment of the right of

Congress to pass laws prehminary to the admis-
glon of duly qualiied Representatives from asoy
of Lhe Siutes,

Neither is it to be considered as committing
me 1o all the statements made in the preamble,
some of which are, in my opwion, withount foun
dation wn tact, especially the ussertion tuat the
State of Tennessee has ratitled the smendment
10 tne Congtitution of the Uniled States proposed
by the Thirty ninth Congress. No official notice
of such ratltication has been received by the
Executive, or fled in the Department of State;
on the contrary, unofficial informution from
most reliable sources induce: the beliel that
the amendment has not yet been consututiou-
ally sanctioned by the Legislutore of Tennessce,
The right of each House, under the Constiiution,
10 judge of the election returns and qualifcations
of its own members ik undoubted, and my ap-

roval or disapproval of the resolution could not

the shghtest degree increase or diminish the
anthority hin l![n[s respect conferred upon ihe

branches of Congress,

twlcl.l conclusion, T canuot too efficacionsly repeat
my reconmendation for the pdmission of Ten-
néssen and a1l other States to s fair and uqua!
purticipation in Natlonal legislation, when they

resent themselves in the persons of loyai
Rﬂnu&um and Representatives, who can comply
with_all the requirements of the Counstilution
and the laws, By this means, harmooy and
reconeilintion’ will be effected, the practical
relations of all the States to the Federal Gov-
ernment re-gstablished, and the work of restora-
tion inaugurated upon the termination of the
war suocessiully completed.

THE MILLIONAIRE PRIZE-FIOH I ER.

Something abou: Jobhs Morriasey, the

Weanlthy SGiamester anpd

How the Pugnscions Shounlder-hitter

Spends his Time, Eio,

Bararoaa Semnas, July 99, —There are fow
men here #o great an oblect of cunosity, or
whose opinion upon sporting matters 18 more
sought atter, than John Morrissey, In all mat-
ters pertainipg to the races he 18 the oraele con-
sulted by every oue, shd ou gnmes 1s equally
well posied.  He appears Lo bave the esteem of
the sporting Saralogilans to o large extent, and
t8 on most inilmate term bhere with the powers

tha! be. Mmrinue‘\; began life In ad iron esta-
plishment owned by the Davidson Brothers, at
Trov, N. Y.

With thiv firm he grew up, and first attracted
the attention of Mr. McB, Davidson trem his
Immense wuscolar strength, with which none
ol his fellow-Trojuns eould eope. He was n
young man of steady havits, and soon won the
estrem of his employers to such an extent that
they began to look more particularly after his
welfare, and be was given s belter position in
the iaclory, ono of trust a8 well as labor. At
ihe time of his celebrated battle with Heenan
he was at a loss to find the necessary buokers,
His employers were opposed to his entering the
prize-ring, althovgh aware of the taunts that
were flung 1n his face of his being a coward
that he dare not tight Heenan, eto.; aund did
all in thewr power to prevent the meeting.

Mornesey, smarting under a sense ol the
wrongs he was sutfering, tinally signified his in-
tention to fight Heenan at nll hazarus, This
determination being fxed upon, his triends,
finding thelr persursions no longer of any avall,
eqme generously forward and put up the money.
At that time the stukes might have been made
twenty-ive thousand dollurs for Morrissey as
eamly as five thousand. The nicht previoos to
the departure of Mormssey for the battlefield,
he called on one of his benefactors ond executed
f written contract, agreeing in the sum ot $26,000
not 1o enier the prize-ting aemin, win or lose on
the present fight, The resulis ol the fight are
well known to every one, it having been a vie-
mr? for the Trojan,

Previous to this, Morrissey had been engaged
in several rough-dnd-tumble encounters, his
dispusition inelining towards the puanacious.
In one of these he met the renowned Bill Poole,
on the Hammond street doek, who, with the
aid of his friends, administered to Morrissey n
gevere punishment, No man i America, how-
ever, could besr more of it than he, and nis
tavorite expression used to be, “‘I'll mve them
the lett side of my head, and i they can make
anything of that they are welcome to it.”

Morriseey’s present wealth i+ estimated in
round numbers at $1,260,000. Thi«, in the main,
has been wecumuinted by the gaming table,
though it is claimed by his (riends that he would
have made money in any walk or business of
life. He has ventured but little in stocks, He
tried Wall strect for one week, made $70,000,
wis highly elated, and would have continued
either to 1mmense wealth or utier ruin, when
Commodore Vanderhlt clapped his hand on his
shoulder and sald;—*Morrigsey, come out of
boere, Wall street is no place tor you.” Morris-
gey was wise enough to obey, and since then
hus confined his operations to the faro table and
betting on elections, in which he hns been ns
lucky ns wise.

A magniticent honse on Matilda street, fitted
up in a style of luxury surpassing aoy hotel or
privaie esiablishment in the place, is the man-
sion owned by Morrissey, and devoted to gumes
of chance, Thousands upon thousands of doliars
change hands bere nightly, the game being
known in the sporting world as a “square” one,
or one in which no unfair advantage is taken of
the players.

The bouse is the resort just now of the turf
ites, as well as the gamesters, and some ol the
former do not hesitate, on a rainy day, when the
horees eannot run, to “take a hand in.”  As the
utmost good order prevails, and the losers seem
to be willing ones, no complaints are made
against the profncmr. and the house is likely to
20 0On, season utter season, as long as its owner
m:f' please to run it.

orrissey scatters his great wealth with a
liberal hand., He has mot yet artived at the
status of bis old employers and backers—tihe
Davidsons—as they represent nbout three mil-
lione ol dollnrs, but be has patterned after them
in the knowledge ol how properly to use his
money, Among other praiseworthy acts he has
purchased a splendid residence for his father and
mother at Troy, New York, and to relieve them
of all ecare and annoyaoce, gives them a
carte blanche to go to auy store in the city,
purchase what they please, and have the bills
sent to him, These he foots withoul a murmur,

Morrissey s certainly 8 man ol mark, or he
could never hiave achieved his present pogition,
sud won the goodwill ol the men by whom he
is surrounded here. The great secret of this is,
perbaps, his devotion to his friends, and his
gratitude to any one rendering him a personal
service,

Morrissey's personnel 1s that of o man ol great
muscular strengih, indomitable perseverance,
and untiring energy. He standa about five teot
nine inches n helght, is very broad across the
chest and shoulders: has a large head, covered
with bushy bluek bair; a broad tull tace, usually
tlnmined with a smile; speaks moderately, bat
with determination; has 8 deep, sonorous voice,
and impresses the stranger at once with an idea
that hie is goivg Lo be fairly dealt with as long
a8 John Mornssey has anything to say in the
matter.

His eye i8 dark. sharp, and stares you straieht
in the fuce while you are talking, looking
neither to the right nor left. His admirers say of
him *“his bewd covers 4s big a bealn as there is
on the top of the planet, and his heart is as big
a8 a bullock’s,” His counienance bears marks
of the jmapy encounters he has had, and in
which hie hug recelved ponishments such as few
men conld have survived,

His noste is gomewhat indented, and there is
an ugly mark on the side of s face. In man-
per hé is polite and agreeable, courteons to
everybody: has a at memory of fpces and a
friendly shake of the hauod tor all. He is & won-
der to his friends, who know him intimately,
but into the presence of a stranger who has
always regarded him a5 an unpolished, rough,
and ap unworthy member of soglety, he comes
s;!l uﬁmml;'mml and an agreeable surpilse.—N,
